voting was very, quiet, and that 
there were no infractions, of the 
rules. The only possibility of a re* 
count Is In .the. Woman's Union, 
since some of the winning margins 
were very close. In contrast to 
similar elections last year, none 
of the eleven ballot boxes were 
made off with and none had to 
be declared void. "A hopeful sign 
was that In the SEC election*, 
there were only thirty votes nul- 
lified due to improper marking 
of the ballots. If the number of 
those voting is not rising, at -least 
there is an improvement ln> the 
inteliigenoe of those who take the 
trouble to do so," he said. 

One-Third Vole 

A total of 8S20 students voted, 
representing only one third of 
those eligible. Of these, 215B were 
from Arts and Science, 107 from 
Law,~5B8 Engineers, 217 from 
Commerce, and 250 from the 
School of Physical and Occupa* 
tional Therapy. 

The voting breaks down as fol- 
lows : Charles Dalfen polled 590 
votes, while Ingrid Hall received 
451. Phil Beinhaker capped 48 
votes, William Jones 216, and 
Peter Seybold 101. Law's Joe Oli- 
ver received 30 votes, and Peggy* 
Anne Field from P&OT got 146. 
Except in Arciiitccture and Law, 
the faculties in which the voting 
was lightest, the winning candi* 
dates had substantial majorities.

Said Dave Ste- 
vens, Chairman of tlie temporary 
council in McConnell Hali, "if a 
chap In the next room wants to 
roll over in bed, you can actually 
bear him move the pillow I" 

Although begun by Robertson,

We ore pleated to prêtent in the columnt of thit paper 
a leriet of letters regarding the propoted motion to roite 
Studentt' Society feet ; alio we are including lelteri which, 
though not directly concerned with the merilt of the motion 
Itself, nevertheleu question both the attitude of the Dally 
and certain student leaders to this problem at well at the 
entire process of student 'government. This comment is appre- 
ciated by the editors of thit paper and it is hoped that the 
Issues can now be sufficiently aired and we will try now 
- to group the commenli together for purposes of ditcuttlon. 

One teriet of comments questions the merits of the pro* 
posai } some of these criticisms are worthy of consideration, 
end we only regret that they were not submitted 'earlier } 
they might have been properly explained prior to the open 
meeting, thereby avoiding the unpleasant recrtminotions 
which followed. 

A second teriet of commenti quettiont the editorial 
policiet of the Daily and itt previous coverage of the issue. 
Regarding the editorial policy. It is true that we supported 
the proposal ; we feel, however, thot the editorial columnt 
reterve the right and even hove the duty to express an 
opinion ; as a matter of fact, this is the very raison d'être 
of these columnt. If not, they may tend to become withy- 
wothy attemptt at pleating both tidet i and a right it equally 
reserved to oil students to disagree. An editorial may support 
on SEC motion because it feels thé motion is right, and not 
because it is an SEC motion. Regarding news coverage of the 
issue prior to the motion, it may be true that there was 
insufficient explanation of the ittue j however, thit apparent 
insufficiency wot never communicated to the Daily, In on 
editorial of November 6, an editorial commenting on the 
anticipated motion loid i ' 

"Presently, plans call for on open meeting in the third 
week of November to ditcutt the question of a raise in 
Students' Socifety fees. It is a decision which concerns each 
and every one of us at the university ; and the resolution 
of this decision will affect the activity of succeeding gener* 
otions of students. We ought to consider it carefully." . 

Yet three weeks patted and no comment wot received j 
now that a detailed account of the cott ettimotet hat been 
otked for, we hove printed it in its entirety on the front page. 

A third teriet of comments quettiont the Chairman's 
handling of the open meeting and the action of certain ttu- 
dent leadert who ore detignated os being part of some 
student power elite. Regarding the chairman's handling of 
the meeting, which perhaps was not as. good as it might 
hove been, on interesting irony has emerged. There are those 
who criticize him for what they feel was an attempt to "roiU 
rood" the motion'; and there ore those who criticize him for 
not "railroading" it. Suffice it to toy that he did not "engineer" 
the meeting correctly. The designation of certain students 
OS being part of a ruling clique appears symptomotic of two 
things — one which must be corrected and the other which 
must be criticized. The first is the apparent lack of commu- 
nication between the sludleni government and some of the 
students; the second iJèj^lha^self-rlghteous attitude of certain 
individuals who feel comforted In Identifying themselves with 
what they consider a "grots roots" movement against an 
opposition ruling clique (equally self-righteous) in their total 
conception of some sort of class struggle. 

This Is a university j a proposal is before us to be dis- 
cussed and. If deemed desirable, voted . upon and passed | 
It Js not an issue which should be defined in terms of a "class 
struggle" pictured against on Inflated political background. 

Wa should meet the ittue ot a student body, and not os 
•elf-conetlved - politicians ploying a game of political ehest 
. with the pawns of human feelings. 



First To Leave 
Says Chair Lenient 

Dear Sir t 

In the wake of the Students' So- 
ciety Open Meetine held on Tues- 
day last, I feel it my duty, as one of 
those who walked out (indeed, the 
first to do so), to explain certain 
misunderstandings arising from my 
Bction.- 

It is certainly unfortunate, that, 
in leaving the meeting, my actions 
were misconstrued by those who 
followed. I had, and have, no in- 
tentions of associating myself with 
those students whose ignorance of 
the ways of campus affairs leads 
them to rash decisions and irrele- 
vant issues. Presumably, they belie- 
ve me to be against the motion, or 
al least, believe that I support their 
claims of maltreatment. I do not. 

It is ironical that those, express- 
ing the least interest in student af- 
fairs profess the greatest. They 
complain of the powers of the "eli- 
te", that the average student would 
little benefit by the raise in fees 
since he benefits now hardly at all. 

I maintain that there Is no "eli- 
te." Or rather, that the "elite" is 
nothing but those people who reali- 
se the importance of expressed opi- 
nions and the impotence of igno- 
rant government But > these opi- 
nions must be informed. And who 
is better qualified to voice opinioiu 
than be who participates in the ac- ■ 
tivities provided by the Sludeiits' 
Society? 

And, I ask, how many of thoso 
maintaining disregard for the 
greater student Irady have made 
any ■ attempt, through association 
with the affairs of the students, to '■ 
become aware ot the problems of 
running a body as complex as the 
Students' Society? Yet these peo- 
ple, when given the slightest op- 
portunity,' rise before Council to 
express irrelevant complaints, for 
the most part, petty and time-con- 
suming. And not only do they raise 
minor Issues, but they lobby and 
filibuster in an attempt to prevent 
the expansion of student activities 
through broader financial freedom 
— a possibility only if fees are rai- 
sed. These, the very student acti- 
vities which would allow irate stu- 
dents more outlets of organized ex- 
pression. 

So why did 1 leave the meeting? 
Simply betau.se, these students, ig- 
norant of the seriousness of the si- 
tuation, and carried away by the 
sound of their own voice, proceed- 
ed to destroy any remnants of de- 
corum and proper procedure. In 
actual fact, it is unfortunate that 
Mr. Echcnberg chaired the meeting 
in a manner which I can only term 
"excessively lenient". And when it 
became obvious that certain stu- 
dents were bent on hiding the basic 
reason for the meeting, I took it 
upon myself to end the meeting, 
thus preventing a putting of the 
motion in the carnival like atmos- 
phere that had developed. 

And so, when the next open 
meeting convenes, I will be there 
to vote in favour of the motion, but 
only if the meeting is devoid of 
irrelevanciea and stupidities in evi- 
dence at the last one.

Why Raise 
Fees Now? 

Dear Sir, , 

The SEC, and you yourself, have 
rightly laid great stress on tha 
importance of the development in 
both the activities and the respon- 
slbiliUes of students which will 
result from the building of the 
new -Union. But nobody seems to 



have explained wliy the student 
fee increase ne'eded to finance this 
development must be voted now 
when it will not go into effect for 
another two years. Neither does 
anyone seem to have considered 
wiietiicr a fee increase voted now 
will be validly binding two years 
hence, wlien most of those respon- 
sible for imposing it will probably 
have left McGill. 

Even if it be conceded that a 
fee increase voted now will have 
to be accepted by those who come 
after us, the fact remains that 
the procedure proposed — an 
open vote by what can only be a 
tiny minority of the present stu- 
dent body — is inadequate and in- 
appropriate, if the subject is as 
important as it has been made out 
to be (and with this one does not 
quarrel), it should be decided by 
a campus-wide referendum, not by 
a maximum of five per cent of 
the electorate. Better still, it 
should be required to pass, with a 
double; majority : campus-wide, 
and of those students who can be 
expected to be still attending . 
McGill in 1904 es. Of course Uie 
best method of any for dealing 
with the subject would be to leave 
it for the SEC for IMS 64 to de- 
cide, since those elected to the 
SEC in that year will be the first 
to have to run the new Union. 

One final query : ia there any 
reason why post-graduate students 
should pay a lower fee. when tha 
facilities of McGill are as readily, 
available to them as to any under- 
graduate ?

Protests Closing 
Of Van

At Chairman of the World UnU 
verslty Service Committee at Mc- 
Cill, I would like to protest against 
the arbitrary action of SEC Chair- 
man 0. Echenberg in closing the 
Treasure Van sale and the Asia 
Weclc display from 1-2 pm on 
Tuesday in order to dragoon more 
people to the open meeting of th< 
Studenta' Society. 

U Is clear that the lunch hour 
-k* the most profitable hour for 
Treasure Van and, on the basis 
oi Monday'! receipts, I estimate 
tbst Mr. Echenberg's , action cost 
WUS «pproximately.$200. 

The date .. of : Tïeuure Van hat 
been known to the SBC for several 
months, and the fact that the SEC 
planned, the. Open Meeting • tot 
Tuesday proves that at that time it 
did not feel Treasure Van would be 
a serious threat to prevent, the ap- 
pearance of a quorum offSOO^'atu- 
denU at the meeting. It ieVihf 
that, at least, WUS officials should 
have been consulted. We should 
ba able to expect the courtesy of 
being told our plans would have 
be changed. We were not con- 
luMed or notified , at all — just 
told to close our doors. I might 
jdd that the same procedure was 
"olTserved ' in the oase of Asia 
%eek. 

Although' the SEC Constitution 
states that during the time of an 
Open Meeting no other meetings 
can be held, it is obvious that 
Treasure Van and Asia Week do 
not fall into the category of meet- 
ings and are therefore not subject 
to this clause. 

It should be noted , that neither 
Treasure Van nor Asia Week arc 
strictly intended for McGill stu- 
dents. A good deal of effort has 
been made to interest the general 
public in these two events and the . 
numbers that did come during 
"Itibt period were greatly incon- 
venienced. 
'^As a matter of fact, WUS offi- 
cials, some of whom were at the 
Open Meeting, learned about this 
action from two salesgirls who 
were scheduled to work during 
the period and now. refuse to work 
at ail due to the inconvenience 
caused them. 

This action of the SEC reminds 
us of the Blood Drive's strongariA 
methods this year. 

Dictatorial action can't encour- 
age wider student participation in 
campus activities.

iy Cohen could make up their 
mind M to what they really want. 
Some of the students at least in- 
dicated that, they wiint more dis- 
cussion, thnl, allhough favoring 
the motion In principle, want to 
know more about it. This certain- 
ly tnnnol be regarded as apathy, 
to long decried at this campus, 
rmd indeed implied in both co- 
lumns. But it can be indicative of 
either or both of two things : that 
ïtudentF — or some students — 
pr(*fer live discussion to corres- 
pondence via the Daily, and tiiat 
in a democratic society (be it a 
state or the Students' Society) one 
cannot press anybody to use a 
medium if he or she prefers an- 
other. 

At. lo the editorial's somewhat 
rhetorical question of why those 
individuals walked out of the 
"discussion", it would seem that 
Ihey had no other recourse, be- 
cause according to the three arti- 
cles dealing with the meeting : a) 
"Mr. Kaiser did speak at too great 
length"; b) apparently a filibuster 
waa attempted; c) Mr. Echenberg 
declared, that "in spite of this â 
vote would be held before 2 pm"t 
and d) the counting to confirm 
the quorum for this vote waa 
begun. 

I Wit iinuble to hear Mr. Kaiser's 
expof<e, and it may be that he ela- 
borated some further points, but 
the coverage of the motion in the 
Dailv was grossly inadequate. True, 
we read in at least four issues 
about the proposal, but we read the 
same figures, the same arguments, 
often even the same phrases. I 
would have welcomed opinions of . 
outside experts, not only reference 
to them; a precise account of the 
expenses at the' present Union and 
the forecast for the, new building, 
Instead of excerpts; an account of 
the income from Union facilities at 
present and at the future; alternate 
plans considered, If any, for rais- 
ing at least part of the operational 
cost (like leasing the ballroom at 
Sundays, when no student activi- 
lies are allowed), why they were 
rejected, or why they never came 
to consideration, to name only a 
few topics of interest. Without' 
tuch information available In ad- 
vance,' 45 minutes of discussion for 
an important step like this, is very 
short indeed. " . 

Both the editorial and Mr. Cohen 
recognise that the action of stu- 
dwile at the meeting was an ex- 
pression of resentment. I think Mr. 
Cohen himself pointed out a num- 
ber of causes for this feeling. It 
is UU8 that at some previous 
meetings the Chairman "arranged 
the meeting in such a way as to 
ensure quick passage of the mo- 
iJon" — and what a way this is 
to fight apathy, what a lesson to 
those . students coming here to 
learn, among other things, how 
democracy works 1 

One more point : Throughput the 
discussion of the motion, a recur- 
ring theme was, that if the stu- 
dents want to retain their auto- 
nomy, they cannot accept any fi- 
nancial assistance from the Uni- 
versity. I recall some passages in 
this paper which strongly criticised 
an analogous stand of a certain 
Mr. Duplessis. Extracurricular ac- 
tivities are part and parcel of uni- 
' versity education : they are as 
much the concern of the Adminis- 
tration, aa of the StudenU! So- 
ciety. Whether such an assistance 
infringes upon our autonomy de- 
pends on how it is negotiated. I 
am sure that ways and means 
• could be' found whereas assistance 
. can, be obtained without giving up 



autonomy. But whether. orritot.stu* 
dent autonomy can be ihaintaihed 
in any meaningful tense' of ' the 
word depends mainly on the ability 

of the SEC and the student body 
to bridge the {lap. Such a bridge 
however can built only if both 
sides labour «t it and such at- 
titudes as were expres.sed by the 
Daily's editors and .Mr. Cohen 
(and, according to the report, by 
Mr. Echenberg) do not help in 
this task.

Informs Of 
Daily "Wronga*

I should like lo take Issue with 
three misinterpretations of fact set 
forth in. Wednesday's Daily Editor- 



ial, Ivory -Tower and Letter to the 
Editor. These three issues are : 

1. A falsification of fact as present- 
ed in the editorial column as 
well as the Ivory Tower. The au- 
thors of these (wo columns 
would have us believe that the 
Daily has been splashed with 
complete and detailed accounts 
of the proposed motion. Is this 
true? Having carefully gone 
liirough every Daily in the 
. month of November, I suggest 
that there has never, I repeat 
never, appeared a complete ac- 
count of all proposed expenditu- 
res; True, the Daily Editorial of 
November 6 mentions briefly 
the proposed fee increase, and 
the Daily of November 20 points 
out that "Mr. Kaiser gave some 
increased costs to be anticipated, 
for instance, lighting, heating, 
and cooling expenses, but a com- 
plete account of exactly what 
these costs are has never been 
printed. Why not? Haven't we 
a right to know what wo are pay- 
ing for 7 

In addition, the (o(al number 
of times that anything at all re- 
lated to the issue has appeared 
is 4 — nota very respectable num- 
ber if the Daily would have ua 
believe that (he coverage was 
"adequate" in any sense of the 
word. 

S. The Editorial further suggests 
that "there has still not been one 
letter — one communication — 
' In opposition to (he motion" 
(and this is rei(era(ed in (he 
Ivory Tower). Is (his (rue ? I 
know .personally of at least one 
for Wednesday's Daily, which 
letter which had been wrKten 
did oppose the motion and 
which, in addition, contained se- 
veral excellent suggestions to 
bridge th% gap between students', 
wants and diswants. What hap- 
pened to this letter? Was it lost 
accidentally (as has been known 
to happen at the Daily) or waa 
it lost by virtue of having been 
filed in the wastebasket? 

8. We hear the word "apathy" 
mentioned only too often In con- 
nection with this issue. This is 
reflected In all 3 articles consi- 
dered here. I feel especially in- 
dignant about the letter of Miss 
Eichmann and Miss Rivere, and 
therefore, I should like to deal 
with this. First of all, I take is- 
sue with the tone of the Idler. 
Who are you to say that "we are 
disgusted and disappointed by 
the conduct of some of our fel- 
low students," and who are you 
to say in supporting Mr. Echen- 
berg for his support of the re- 
commendation "we feel that Ihls 
was essential for combatting stu- 
dent apathy?" I was not aware 
that there existed at McGill a 
board of great while-fathers 
who, first of all, look down from 
their palaces on the sludent bo- 
dy below, and secondly have the 
power to deteiiniiie wliat the 
Student Council's President 
will and will not do. 

Secondly, (and this will con- 
clude the issue), Mr. Jerry Co- 
hen and the Editorial call the 

^lijjrtefforts to oppose the motion "a 
-^ifleriés of innuendoes and irrele- 

' • vahcles" and "trivial, even non- 
' senslcal points about phone 
booths and air conditioning." In 
the first place, as has been ixiint- 
ed out ■ previously, wo have a 
right to know about such non- 
senses as phone booths, which 
we are paying for. In the second 
place, I think these questions il-
